than $1,000,000 was turned over by 
the Alien Property Custodian today 
to the estates of the owners ‘of the 
chemicai firm of P- Beirsdorf & Co.

It was 
found later that the originators of 
the product and their descendants 
were natives of Posen, which be- 
came Polish territory by the treaty 
of Versaillles.

TREMORS CAUSE 


PROPERTY DAMAGE 


Southern Tier of Counties 
Rocked by Quake Shortly 
Before Midnight, Continu- 
ing Several Seconds. 


ROOF COLLAPSES. 
INJURING LODGER 


Public Building at San Ber- 
nardino Badly Damaged, 
Tons of Rock Being Torn 
Loose From Walls. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 23.— 
The southern tier of California 
counties was rocked by an earth- 
quake of from 11 to 20 seconds 
duration at 11:28 o’clock last night, 
San Bernardino, where the greatest 
damage was caused, feeling a sec- 
ond heavy tremor aah 1.o’clock this 
morning. 


Two lodgers.in a rooming house 
in San Bernardino were buried un- 
der a roof which collapsed. Rocks 
weighing more than 200 pounds 
apiece, plunging’ from the roof of*a 
higher building, crashed into the 
room of George R. Fisher, shatter- 
ing the bed in which he slept. Fish- 
er, however, was hit by only a com- 
paratively small missile, which 
crushed his shoulders and fractured 
Dozens of plate 
giass windows were broken in Red- 
lands and several buildings suffered 
minor damage. 

Typical of the pranks reported 
from all points were those in Los 
Angeles. Here the chief shock 
stopped clocks, set off burglar 
alarms, rattled and broke dishes and 


| cracked plaster. 


Artesian wells in the Warren 
ranch, south of San Bernardino, 
which had not flowed r years, 
gushed forth immediately after the 
quake. 

Santa rbara was the extreme 
northern nt from which earth- 
quake reports were received and San 
Diego was the farthest south. The 
shocks extended eastward across the 
Imperial Valley nearly to the Ari- 
zona state line. 

Public Building Damaged. 

No serious damage was done here. 
Long Beach, Glendale, Eagle Rock, 
Riverside, Monrovia, Pomona, Santa 
Ana, Ontario, Aneheim, San Jacinto, 
Hemet, Ventura, Redlands, Elcen- 


tro, Arrowhead Springs, Mojave and | 


Needles were other places where the 
sharp shocks were reported to have 
been felt. 

At San Bernardino, the Hall of 
Records, a building in the court 
house ground, was badly damaged, 
tons of rock being torn loose from 
the walls. 

Plate glass windows in a number 
of -business establishments were 
shattered. Walls of numerous 
buildings and sidewalks are cracked. 
Telephone communication was cut 
off, adding to the pandemonium 
Street lights are out and a number 
of wires are down. Chimneys on 
residences throughout the city 
tumbled over. 

At the Southern California State 
Hospital at Patton, where approxi- 
mately 2500 patients were quar- 
tered, the shock rocked the build- 
ings. In one wing much plaster fell, 
The patients were frightened but 
were quited by attendants. Several 
smaller buildings were damaged. 

Hospitals Undamaged. 

There was no damage at Joma 
Linda sanitarium, or at the Govern- 
ment hospital at Arrow Head. Pa- 
tients in both institutions were fright- 
ened. A message from San Jacinto, 
which was badly damaged in 1918, 
said the damage there was not 
serious. 

At Redlands, nine miles from San 
Bernardino, the: corner of a feed 
store fell in.

ARMAMENT PARLEY URGED 
BY BRITISH LABOR LEADER 


J. Ramsay, MacDonald Moves Resolution in: 
“We Want United States to 
Come In,” He Declares.

LONDON, July 23.—J. Ramsay 
McDonald, leader of the opposition 
in the House of Commons, today 
moved a resolution deprecating the 
Increasing expenditures in military 


preparations, which he _ asserted 
formed the beginning of another 
race for armament. He urged the 
Government to take immediate 
steps to-call an international con- 
ference for the limitation of arma- 
ments. 

The resolution declared: That this 
House deplores the enormous and 
growing expenditure on naval and 
air forces and other military prep- 
arations, which is beginning again 
the competition in armaments and is 
depleting resources that should be 
available for expenditures on educa- 
tion, public health and similar social 
and human services.”’ 

It is recalled that “the pledges of 
the political leaders and the expecta- 
tions of the nation that the great 
world war was to end war,” and 
asked that the proposed internation- 
al conference “consider a program 


of national safety,”” based upon the 
policy that by disarmament alone 
can peace and the liberty of smal! 
and large nations alike be secured.” 

Adressing the House, MacDonald 
said: “The reason \the League of 
Nations was not mentioned in the 
motion is simple. The League of 
Nations has not yet won the confi- 
dence of all the important nations of 
the world and until it does it 1s no 
use putting all our eggs in the Lea- 
gue of Nations basket. The League 
of Nations dealing with disarmaiment 
must be supplementary. 

“We want the United States io 
come in. There can be no confl- 
dence in dealing with disarmament, 
in dealing with the causes whicn pro- 
duce armaments, unless the United 
States takes a full and willing part 
and bears a share in the responsibil- 
ity. It is through no spirit of hos- 
tility to the League that it is not

FUMIGATION KLLS 3 


MEN IN WAREHOUSE 


Fumes Turned Into Supposedly 
Empty Building For Nearly 
24 Hours. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, July 23.—The 
bodies of three men—one of them 
lying with outstretched hands 20 
feet from the locked doors that 
would have mocked his efforts to 
escape if he had succeeded in 
reaching them—were found yester- 
day afternoon in the warehouse of 
the  “Hecker-Jones-Jewell > plans 
Cea. ‘Manbattan “Boro 


Shortly before 4 o'clock ihe 


afternoon, a crew from the Fumiga- 
tor’s Chemical Co. of Warners, N. J., 
saw to it that all windows and doors 
were closed and locked and that all 
crevices’ and openings through 
which air might pass were stopped 
up with burlap and bags of flour. 
Then, supposing that the building 
was empty, they placed in position 


on the outside large tanks of hydro- 
cyanic acid, connected them with 
pipes leading to the six floors and 
cellar of the warehouse, and went 
away, leaving the deadly fumes to 
find their way into every crevice and 
corner and exterminate all rats and 
vermin. 
Rescuers Arrive Too Late. 

Two men employed by the Heck- 
er-Jones-Jewell Milling Co. were 
scheduled to open the warehouse 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Shortly after 2 o’clock, before they 
arrived, Patrolman Michael Hickey 
of the Clinton Street Station  re- 
ceived an intimation of the tragedy 
behind the locked doors when a 
man and a woman came to him in- 
quiring about a man; employed in 
the warehouse who had not come 
home Saturday night. 

The man told Hickey he was John 
Matisauk, and the woman with him 
was the sister of John Yuschuk, 
who was missing. 

Matisauk said he and Yuschuk 
were employed as handlers in the 
wareheuse, and when he left just 
before 2 o’clock Saturday Yuschuk 
was working with a gang on the 
fifth floor. Patrolman Hickey 
went to the office of the mill across 
the street from the warehouse and 
learned from the watchman thatthe 
warehotse was being fumigated. In- 
vestigating, he found the time cards 
of three handlers and of an assist- 
ant superintendent that had not 
been punched Saturday afternoon. 

Yuschuk’s name, misspelled as 
“Justic,” was on one of these cards. 
The names of the other two han- 
diers who had not checked out were 
also on the cards. Jucube was the 
assistant superintendent who did not 
check out. 

At this juncture, Henry Harvey 
and Chris Paulgraf, employes of the 
mill, arrived to open the warehouse. 
At Patrolman Hickey’s urging they 
donned gas masks and opened one 
of the doors. 

The body of a man, 20 feet from 
the door on the ground floor, met 
their gaze. A few feet further back 
on the same floor were the bodies of 
two other men. 

No Other Bodies Found. 

Patroiman Hickey telephoned 
headquarters and a rescue company 
of the fire department was rushed 
to the scene, with an ambulance 
from Gouverneur Hospital. The am- 


bulance was unnecessary, for the | 
three men had been dead several | 
hours when members of a rescue 
squad donned gas masks and pulled 
their bodies out.

“One Cannot Leave a Ship 
Like That Without Some 
Emotion,” California Sen- 
ator Declares.

NEW YORK, July 23.—United 


States Senator Hiram Johnson of 
California, booked by his friends for 
the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion in 1924, returned from a tour 
of Europe today on the Leviathan, 


refusing to indicate to reporters or 
the crowd who gathered to greet 
him, whether he was a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for the 
presidency. 

“IT will’ not be interviewed on do- 
mestic politics at this time,” he said. 
*‘Later I may havea little to say.” 

Friends of the Senator indicated 
they expected an important state- 
ment from him Wednesday night 
when he addressedgthe testimonial 
dinner being arranged in his honor. 

Cheered by Crowds. 

Senator Johnson was taken 
aboard the Municipal Steamer Ma- 
comb down the bay and landed at 
the Battery. He was cheered there 
by a crowd of more than 2000 per- 
sons as he entered an automobile te 
take him to the Waldorf. 

To reporters who pressed him for 
some indigation of how he feels 
about the ‘“Johnson-for-President”’ 
movement, he had ever ,the same 
answer, though he phrased it differ- 
ently—that he wasnt going to be 
interviewed on that subject today. 

“I have been in Europe four and 
a half months,”’. he .sald. “During 

t time I have been out of touch 
with domestic politics. I will talk 
about domestic issues only after I 
brave had a chfince to catch up with 
what happened during my absence.” 

Will Go to Washington. 

Senator Johnson said he planned 
to go to Washington the latter part 
of this week and spend a few days 
clearing up affairs which have come 
up during his absence. He expects 
to go to California about Sept. 1. 

The Senator, who. had become 
wedded to' the Leviathan on his trip 
home, was greeted down the bay 
early this morning by a committee 
of about 25, headed by Rhinelander 
Waldo and George Henry Payne. 
Most of the greeters were men who 
had been allied with the Bull Moose 
party, men who have been warmly 
pro-Johnson for a long time. 

As he left the Leviathan, Senator 
Johnson gazed steadily back at her 
for several minutes and then sald: 

‘One cannot leave a ship like that 
without some emotion.” 

He had f@und many passergers on 
board, he said, who had never 
thought much of the American mer- 
chant marine before. Now, he sald 
they were “Resolved, That the Stars 
and. Stripes would be sufficient for 
them on the seas, and some were 
resolved that the Stars and Stripes 
would be sufficient for them on land, 


too.” 
Silent About’ Europe. 


About his impressions of condi- 
tions in Europe and what he thinks 
America’s attitude toward European 
affairs should be, Senator Johnson 
was as uncommunicative as he was 
about his presidential aspiration; 
Europe and America's relation to 
Europe will be the subject of fits 
address Wednesday night and his 
friends said he was saving all his 
thunder for that address and the 
addresses which are to follow In va- 
rious parts of the country. 

The Senator smiléd and answered 
in the negative when he was asked 
if he proposed to follow the trail 
of President Harding’s recent swing 
through the West in the delivery of 
his message to America about for- 
eign affairs. “I have no plan,” he 
said. “Tt will deliver my message 
where I can and how I can.” 

Reporters who tried to smoke him 
out with some comment on the re- 
cent election to the Senate of Magnus 
Johnson of Minnesota had little 
success. When some one told him 
the Senator-elect had said that. 
“Johnson of California talks too lit- | 
tle” he replied: 

“There are a lot of people who 
talk too much.” 

Not Pessimistic, He Says.

Who Was Unsportsmanlike ? 


OT long ago we read that 
Walter Hagen accused the 
British golf association of lack of 
sportsmanship in 
“punched” golf clubs at the 
minute in the British open. 
Hagen aroused a iot of sympa- 
thy in this country and perhaps 
caused undeserved resentment 
against British authorities. As a 
matter of fact, Walter Hagen ap- 
pears to be subject to the charge 
he made against the Britons—un- 
sportsemaniike actions. 

The punched and al! other clubs 
with devices aiding the golfer to 
put a spin on the ball are barred 
under a British tournament rule. 
It was not new this year. 

Americans knew these rules. 
Yet they deliberately went abroad 
with the worst ot all forms of 
spin producing tools, the punched 
club. This club, according to Bill 
Mehthorn of the North Hills Coun- 
try Club, has a surface roughened 
by punching through the metal 
from the back. The face is made 
to resemble a nutmeg grater. The 
effect is such that a new ball has 
to put in play every four or 
five holes. A most unsportsman- 
like club when used in a tourna- 
ment where spin must be produced 
under the rules by a smooth face 
iron. 

Because the Americans brought 
such deadly “weapons,” some of 
the British punched their clubs 
also: so that the eleventh-hour no- 
tice was really merely a warning 
by the committee of rules that 
already existed against what En- 
giand considers unsportsmaniike 
tools. 

Americans, therefore, had no 
cause to grumble and had only 
themselves to blame, when forced 
to file their frons at the last min- 
ute.

Oil Shares Sell Off at Start 
After Which General List 
Was Firm — Some Late 
Selling—French Franc Up.

NEW YORK, July 23.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial re- 
view today says: 

“Irregularity and independent ac- 
tion characterized the markets .oday 
and sentiment remained cheerfu! an4 
resisted weakness in the conau)I iy 
markets, but trading in stoc's fell 
back to below the half million share 
mark. Further reductions in sasoline 
prices were taken as the occasion for 
renewed offerings of oll stocks at 
the start of trading, but this seiling 
provoked no fresh liquidation and 
the list as a whole wae firm at the 
end. of the first hour. Thereafter 
activity slackened and prices held 
firm until 1 o'clock. Some recessions 
took place before the close ani net 
changes on the day were irregular. 
Bonds held quietly firm and the rate 
on call money was reduced to 4% per 
cent early in the last hour, after hav- 
ing opened at 4% per cent. 

Mark Weakness Explained, 

“A ready explanation for the con- 
tinued weakness of the mark was 
furfished meanwhile by the latest 
Reichsbank statement. This showed 
that the last increase in circulation 
amount to 5% trillion marks, thus 
bringing the total outstanding close 
to the fantastic figure of 25 trillions. 
The statement, which is as of July 
14, algo reveals the fact that the 
bank has relinquished another 50,- 
000,000 marks of its gold reserves. 
Since \total gold holdings as now re- 
ported amount to only 656,000,000 
marks it follows that the bank has 
sacrificed approximately one-third of 

.the gold held before the Ruhr strug- 
gie and the attempts at stabilization 
began.”
